THE DANGER OF POORLY MADE BOOKS. 


Tue demand for ‘‘ bargains” in books, as 
well as in all other merchandise, has been heard 
in every part of the country, and has been 
especially intensified during the past few years 
of business depression. Price, unfortunately, 
has frequently been made the keynote of trans- 
actions between buyer and seller. On the 
shelves of only too many bookstores there has 
been in evidence printed matter the quality 
and make-up of which can have given but little 
satisfaction to the dealer who handled it, and 
still less to the buyer, who was persuaded he 
The excuse for all this has 
been that the supply offered was selected in view 
of the actual demand. While this, to a certain 
extent, was true, itis no doubt also true that the 
bookseller has been easily willing to slip down 
to the level of demand rather than to make 
the effort required to raise it. 

We are aware that, especially during the past 
year, the bookseller has been greatly tempted 
to take advantage of the extraordinarily low 
rates offered by several large publishers of this 
cheap grade of books, who cleared out—some 
in part and one entirely—their stock of sheets 
and bound books. , 

The effect of this is demoralizing in more 
than one respect.

It lowers the tone of the 
bookstore which is overstocked with this line of 
books ; it lowers the taste of those who buy 


them, and, worse, it breeds among bookbuyers 
«nl erroneous idea of the real value of books in 


general, which in the end will force the book- 
seller, who, even for a limited period, throws 
his whole force into working off these job-lots, 
to struggle harder than ever before to regain 
even his normal income. 

We do not mean that the bookseller should 
not keep a certain quantity of this cheap stuff 
as well as the better and higher-priced editions. 
On the contrary, every bookseller should be 
able to show to a bookbuyer both the cheap 
editions of which the dry-goods stores make so 
much as catering articles, and the better edi- 
tions, which often may be had at so little increase 
of price that they are chosen without hesita- 
tion by real lovers of books. Every bookseller 
who gives the subject a moment’s thought will 
recognize the danger of working down to a de- 
mand for cheap and poorly made books. It 
may often be expedient to supply them to keep 
the trade of those who are set upon having 
them, and for whom they may answer the same 
purpose as the better editions.

ligent bookseller who kept all the cheap books 
he was obliged to handle in telling proximity to 
the better editions.

RUSSIAN PERIODICALS. 


Tue Russians have recently completed their 
national census, which shows the present popu- 
lation of the empire to be 129,166,000. They 
have also completed anenumeration of Russian 
newspapers and magazines, which number 743, 
or 60 fewer than are published in one Ameri- 
can State, Michigan, which does not take very 
high rank in respect to literary achievements 
in the United States, though its material inter- 
ests are of great importance. The publication 
of 743 newspapers and magazines in acountry 
cf nearly 130,000,000 people would not seem to 
be a matter to constitute a serious menace to 
either the integrity of the government or the 
security of the crown. But papers published in 
Russia are, nevertheless, under a censorship, 
the maintenance of which is subject to many 
difficulties. Thechief of these, according tothe 
New York Sum, ‘‘isthe areacovered. Thereis 
another difficulty of censorship in Russia, 
which, if less serious, is certainiy more vex- 
atious, for of the periodicals of that country, 
589 are published in Russian, 69 in Polish, 44 
in German, I1 in Esthonian, 7 in Lettish, gin 
French, 5 in Armenian, 2 in Hebrew, 3 in 
Georgian, I in Finnish, 2 in combined Russian, 
German, and Polish, 1 in combined Russian, 
German, and Lettish, in combined Tartar and 
Russian, I in Russian and Turkish, and 1 in 
combined Russian and French. In Tiflis there 
were 12 periodicals: Four Russian, circulating 
7600 copies; 3 Georgian, circulating I740copies, 
and 5 Armenian, circulating 3850 copies. 

‘*In the United States the classification of 
newspapers is almost uniformly this: Daily 
papers, weekly, semi-weekly, tri-weekly, aad 
monthly. In Russia, however, there are news- 
papers which appear ‘several times a week,’ 
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and magazines which appear ‘several times a 
year,’ though how often it is not stated. The 
St. Petersburg daily newspaper which has the 
largest circulation claims 40,000, but the Zistok 
of Moscow claims 35,000, and the Wiedomosti 
of the same place 30,000. There are five daily 
papers in Odessa, 7 in Warsaw, 2 in Riga, I in 


Reval, and 1 in Vilna. One of the Odessa 
papers is published in German, another in 
French. Two of the daily papers of Warsaw 


are published in the Polish language. The 
papers published on the combination plan in 
two or more languages are designed for gener- 
alreading; but precisely what the press censor 
of the district does or is able to do in such a 
case, unless he is a linguist of some ability, is 
a question more: easily asked than answered. 
There is only one paper published in the Rus- 
sian language in the United States.” 


THE BOOK TRADE IN AUSTRALIA. 


AN interview with a leading bookseller in 
Melbourne is published at some length in the 
London Daily Mail. Fiction forms fifty per 
cent. of the books in circulation. First and 
foremost among the new men comes Rudyard 
Kipling. ‘‘Anything he writes, prose or 
verse, is eagerly snapped up.” Anthony 
Hope, Conan Doyle, and Stanley Weyman 
also seem to have at least as large a propor- 
tionate following as they have in London. 
Sarah Grand and Thomas Hardy, however, 
are falling off. ‘‘The Beth Book” was not 
sought for like the ‘‘ Heavenly Twins,” while 
Thomas Hardy’s treatment of certain phases 
of English country life is said not to commend 
itself to the fiction readers of Australia. 

Publishing and bookselling evidently pay in 
Australia. The will of the late George Rob- 
ertson shows that his propertyin the colony of 
Victoria alone is valued at $585,000, and yet he 
began life as a street peddler of books in 1852. 
The value of the property represented by the 
branch stores in Sydney, Adelaide, Brisbane, 
and London has yet to be estimated. The 
eldest son, Charles Melbourne Robertson, suc- 
ceeds as managing director of the whole busi- 
ness.

POSTAL MATTERS. 
MAIL SERVICE TO SPAIN, CUBA, AND PORTO 
RICO. 


Apvices from Washington state that the 
mail service between the United States and 
Spain will be resumed promptly, so far as this 
country is concerned. The two countries being 
practically at peace, the officials here see no 
reason why mail passing between them should 
be opened and censored, as during the war, so 
hereafter these restrictions will be removed. 
Although no word to that effect has come from 
Spain, the presumption is that a similar course 
will be adopted by that Government. As there 
are no transatlantic steamship lines between 
American and Spanish ports, nearly, if not all, 
of the mail matter destined for Spain will be 
sent as heretofore via France, the latter coun- 
try inthis manner only acting as the medium 
of communications. Very soon steps will be 
taken by the Post-Office Department looking 
to the resumption of regular mail communica- 
tion between the United States and Cuba and 
Porto Rico. The attitude of the Spanish offi- 
cials in these islands on certain questions inci- 
dental to this matter will have to be ascertained 
and defined before anything final in this direc- 
tion can be announced, 


OBITUARY NOTE. 


ROBERT BEALL, one of the. best-known 
Washington booksellers, died on the1rtth inst. 
at the Providence Hospital, Washington, D.C., 
of consumption. Beallcame of an old Mary- 
land family, and was born in Washington in 
1837. While a lad he entered the bookstore 
of Franck Taylor, the successor of Piskey 
Thompson, whose store on Pennsylvania 
Avenue, near Four-and-a-half Street, was the 
resort of the most distinguished men of the 
day. Beall was employed by Taylor until 
1872, when Beall succeeded to the business. 
He continued the business on the lines laid 
down by Taylor, retaining most of the distin- 
guished patrons, many of whom became per- 
sonal friends of Beall’s. Despite his devotion 
to books Beall became largely interested in 
the city railroads of Washington as director 
and bondholder. A few years ago he was 


| obliged, on account of the disease of which he 


finally died, to give up business altogether.

Mr. ARNOLD GLOVER writesto 7he Athenaum 

to announce the discovery of a long-lost manu- 
script of Dr. Johnson’s, the note-book contain- 
ing a portion of the notes made by the Doctor 
in the course of his visit to France with the 
Thrales in 1775. Boswell, who used the notes 
in his ‘‘ Life,” said that he had deposited the 
manuscript in the British Museum, but Pete! 
Cunningham could not find it there, and pointed 
out that only one of the manuscripts which 
3oswell claimed to have sent to the museum 
could be found at that address. The note-book 
in question came into the possession of Samue: 
Rogers, from him it passed to William Sharpe, 
one of his nephews and executors, and it is 
now the property of Mr. Sharpe’s daughters. 
Mr. Glover states that Boswell’s version of the 
notes is not entirely accurate, and suggests 
that they may be printed in full some day. 
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IN the preparations for battle before Santiago 
the library of the officers and crew of the battle- 
ship ‘‘ Texas” was thrown overboard. The 
N. Y. /ournal intends that the jettisoned li- 
brary shall be replaced by a better one, con- 
taining-a greater number of books, selected 
with extreme care. The collection is to be 
named the Santiago Memorial Library. Five 
hundred books, the list of which Melvil Dewey, 
State Librarian at Albany, is making, are to 
be presented to the officers and crew of the 
‘‘Texas”’ as the nucleus of the library. Pub- 
lishers are to make contributions of their publi- 
cations, book-lovers of their best-loved books, 
authors are to present the works that they wish 
to be regarded as the best expressions of their 
individualities. Authors’ copies are to be in- 
scribed on the fly-leaf, with a sentiment and 
signature in autograph. The /ourna/ is send- 
ing a slip to authors asking for one, at least, 
of the books that they have written and that 
they prefer above all others. It should be 
inscribed with the name and a sentiment, in an 
ex dono to the officers and crew of the battle- 
ship ‘‘ Texas,” on the fly-leaves. The Santiago 
Memorial Library is to be a museum of Ameri- 
can literature at the time of the victory at 
Santiago.
